“There nas never been a time in the 
history of our country when the masses 
well understood the relations of the 
railroads to the public or so fully real- 
ized the difficultfes and hardships to 
which the railroads are subjected.

“The situation of today is a peculiar 
one; in many wavs a serious one, and 
one that everv thoughtful citizen musr 
give due consideration, as the country 
is passing through an unusual siege of 
agitation and uncertainty. 

“Some of the most thoughtful men 
of opr country, the neads of many of 
the great financial institutions of for- 
eign countrics, and the able editorial 
writers of our press, have described the 
Various causes that contributed,to and 
brougitt about the business difficulties 
we are now facing. and the public is 
poeena well. informed upon the sub-

The member who 
is fortunate enough to be able to give 
two blankets, and the member who 
gives, according to her ability, two hand- 
kerchiefs, rank as equals, and are, in 
the best sense, equally helpful in -the 
work, 

The orphanages, hospitais, free kin- 
dergattens and charitable homes find 
these perfectly new articles of great 
service. The gulld wishes to extend 
the work greatiy this year. All who 
understand the system seem to approve 
it, and to double on collections it seems 
necessary only to double the number of 
persons acquainted with the work.

A class of 
the children were present, and a group 
of the teachers, and a number of the 
Kindergarten exercises were given. Mrs. 
Black, in her report, said: 

fo those who have followed use in the 
growth and development’ of our work since 
the establishment of the first ‘‘Free Kinder- 
garten in 1094 and have heard the reports 
read from year to year I can truly say that 
this, our twelfth summary, represents a wider 
more comprehensive growth and advancement 
on altruistic lines than any we have presented 
you in the past. We realize also that our suc- 
ceas has been an incentive to others to or- 
Kanize similar echools And. we have been 
called upon to give infe mation as te our 
methods to interested AP ees all over the 
State | 

Your president had an opportunity of speak- 
ing before the Georgia Fedesation of Woman's 
(lubs in Tifton last November on Froebel's 
beautiful method of opening the child's min@ 
{Oo an understanding of the mystery and 
beauty of nature and it was gratifying to 
find how many persons were interested in 
the subject. Then again, on the 24th of 
March, by tnvitation of the Cherokee Club of 
Cartersville, 1 had the pleasure of addressing 
an audience of forty women on the same 


Peeples, seems determined to have a Rinder- 
garten in Cartersville. 

I have been greatly impressed with the 
value of the mothers’ meetings which are 
hel4 by the teachers in connection with the 
schools.

No better conceptlog of the breadth and 
scope, the far-reaching and elevating quaity 
of the Kindergarten system can be obtained 
than the reports of the year’s work which 
the teachers have given us. They have them- 
selves obtained so fine a perception of it that 
without any request from we thay have 
undertaken additional measures for the good 
of. the neighborhoods where the schools are 
located, and a settlement work quite similar 
to that of Miss Jane Addams, of Hull House 
in Chicago, is being carried on here in con- 
whection with the seven schools. In Mise Lan- 
dauer’s rooms we find a sewing class of 
twenty girls being taught; {n another, Miss 
Bigham’s school, an eager band of older chil- 
dren are assembled two afternoons in the week 
to hear well selected stories from the best 
authors told in the same interesting way 
as in the Carnegie library-—to a class of chil- 
dren who could not go into the city for this 
pleasure. In Mise Richardsdn’s school room 
cooking lessons have. been given.
